This writing material was used by the Egyptians, Greeks 


and Romans down to the sixth century of our era. 
Leaves of 


trees coated with wax to take impressions, were also used by the 
Greeks and Romans. Parchment, the skin of sheep, was an- 
other writing material of early invention. The custom of in- 
diting legal documents of especial importance on parchment in 
rare cases is still employed, showing the tenacity of fixed habit 
in the human mind. 


Today there is indeed no end of the making of books. 


With 24,589 different newspapers nnd periodicals, whose an- 
nual circulation is more than 14 billion copies, with the book 
publishers turning out over 175 million volumes each year, and 
with public libraries established in approximately 6,000 towns 
and cities in the United States, it is hard for us to realize that 
men didn't always have as much quantity and variety of read- 
ing matter as we have today. 


Yet only a few centuries ago the average person had no 


chance of owning any soil of book. Only the wealthy could ob- 
tain the rolls which were the only known means of preserving 
literature. If a man wanted a certain book, he had his slaves 
transcribe a copy of it. Even to the ancients this seemed a slow 
and expensive method, but it was the only way in which a 
library could be formed. 


A few booksellers existed even in the days of Rome, but 


a rich Roman had almost to pawn his villa to buy their wares. 
That today we enjoy such an abundance of cheap reading is not 
so much a matter of greater desire on our part for intellectual 
attainment, but to thc development of one of our greatest mod- 
ern industries, the manufacture of cheap paper.
